| The West Indian hurricane of Sept. 
'16th and 17th last struck Florida with 
devastating results leaving in its wake 
demolished homes and general ruin of 
‘buildings of every description and 
istyle of construction. Churches, 
‘schools, convents and rectories were 
dismantled and broken. All crops in 
its path were ruined. Beautiful trop 
‘ical gardens were transformed into a 
jumble of shapeless wreck and for-| 
ests of stately timber were uprooted. 
|It was the most disastrous visitation 
| known in the history of our fair State. 


Since a similar storm of less inten 
isity in 1926 our people were strug 
'gling bravely to recover from the 
boom of 1925. Adversity lay waiting 
for them at, every turn. The little 
money they had saved from the un- 
fortunate speculation of that hectic 
| period was “frozen” or completely lost 
\in the failure of many banking insti- 
‘tutions throughout the State. The 
'firial blow to all their hopes and for- 
tunes came when this “Giant of the 
Air” launched the attack which swept 
away their homes over an area of one 
hundred miles from South to North on 
the Fast Coast and snuffed out the 
lives of over two thousand, men, wo 
men and children.

—RELIGION 
“This is Religion clean and 
undefiled before God and the 
Father. to visit the fatherless 


and the widows in their tribula- 
tion, and to keep one’s self un- 
spotted from this world.” These 
words of St. James (1-27) form 
a very fitting introduction of the 
virtue of Religion for the High- 
er Grades. 

They comprise the two gen- 
eral divisions of Religion; name- 
ly, the acts springing from Su- 
pernatural virtues and, the acts 
of other virtues, done with the 
view of honoring God. 

The practise of every virtue, 
children, usually entails some 
sacrifice on our part; sacrifice of 
our feelings, wishes, opinions, 
passions, and so forth. It is the 
sacrifice implied in the act of 
virtue and the pure intention of 
offering such acts for the love 
and honor of God, that make 
these acts pleasing to God. We 
know that the highest form of 


worship of God, is to offer Him 


Sacrifice, and our supreme of- 
fering to God is the Holy Sacri- 
fice of the Mass. 

“By “sacrifice” we acknowl- 
edge God’s supreme dominion 


‘over us and over all we are and 


have. That is perfectly fulfilled 
when we practise all the duties 
required by the virtue of Reli- 
gion. You probably remember 
the way they offered sacrifice to 
God in the Old Law. Some offer- 
ed the first fruit of their fields 
and vineyards; others, the 
youngest of their herds of sheep. 
It was always Sacrifice, sacrifice, 
sacrifice. And even now, in our 
days of the New Testament, it 
is sacrifice, sacrifice, sacrifice. 
And when all our sacrifices are 
offered with praver and adora- 
tion to God our Father and we 
make the sacrifices of our senti- 
ments, time, energy, opinions 
judgments to honor God, we 
are obe\ ing the First Command- 
ment under the virtue of Reli- 
gion. These lessons will prove 
very interesting to the Higher 
Grades.
